The  death  of  Lady  Charles  Spencer  Cowley, 
at  Paris,  recalls  a  bit  of  ncandal  in  high  life, 
which  created  an  immense  sensation  about 
30yet.r->  ago.  Lady  Cowley  was  the  wife  of 
the  notorious  Count  D' Or  say,  who,  as  a  direc- 
tor of  fashiou  in  London,  and  bs  a  ditekntte 
in  sculpture,  painting  aud  literature,  filled 
quite  u  prominent  pU  -e  iu  the  society  of  tho 
day.  She  was  tin.  daughter  of  Margaret 
Power,  Countess  of  Blessingtou,  the  familiar 
of  Byroa,  Moore,  and  the  coterie  of  scamps 
who  made  tL-  firnt  quarter  of  the  preseut 
reutury  brilliant  with  their  genius  aud  wick- 
edness Lady  Blessington  died  io  ld4£L,  sod 
Count  D'Orsay  in  1S52  He  was  a  man  of 
brilliAot  parts,  and  wrote,  painted,  and  sculp 
tured  just  enough  to  show  that  be  bad  unus- 
ual talent  aud  versatility  in  the  fine  arts. 
He  was  a  polished  gentleman  and  wit,  and 
was  the  lion  of  his  day.  Some  time  sfter  bis 
marriage  with  the  daughter  of  Lady  Bless 
ing  ton  he  was  discovered  to  be  engaged  in  as 
iutrigue  with  the  mother,  and  his  wife  left 
j  him  and  subsequently  obtained  a  divorce. 
I  The  details  of  the  scandal  were  almost  as  nau- 
;  6eikting  as  the  story  of  Lord  Byron's  infamy*, 
j  Holland  House,  where  Lady  Bl«ssingtsn  re. 
j  sided,  fell  into  dingrace;  the  arti»ts  and  liter- 
ary men  of  respectability  for  the  most  part 
!  hold  aloof  from  the  tainted  atmosphere, 
though  nut  a  few  of  the  first  men,  including 
Mscauley,  stood  steadfast  to  the  imprudent 
Countess  aud  defended  her  reputation  to  the 
last,  and  ineisied  that  she  was  a  deeply 
wronged  woman.  Lady  Cowley  lived  many 
years  iu  Paria,  and  was  well  known  for  her 
many  virtues  aod  charities.

General  Alcorn  was  born  in  Illinois,  and  is 
a  man  in  the  prime  of  life.    While  quite  a 
boy  his  father  uinigratod  to  Kentucky,  where 
be   engaged  in  the   steamboat  busines  and 
failed.    The  loss  of  his  capital  deprived  the 
subject  of  this  sketch  of  the  benefits  of  a  lib- 
eral education,  he  being  compelled  to  aban- 
don his  studies  and  earn  a  living  by  working 
j  or.  a  f ii nn.    He  appears,  however,  to  have  re- 
ceived no  small  amount  of  knowledge,  for  we 
find  him   while  quite  a  young  man  remov- 
ing to  Arkansas  and  engaging  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  a  teacher.    While  thus  employed  he 
devoted  all  bis  leisure  moments  to  improving 
his  mind,  anj  is  now  a  man  ef  erudition  aa 
aTafl  as  of  marked  natural  abilities.    He  made 
himself  very  popular  with  the  people  of  Ar- 
kansas, by  whom  he  was  elected  to  various 
positions  of  trust.    While  engaged  in  the  du- 
ties of  sheriff  of  hia  county  he  studied  law 
and  in  1H42  was  admitted  to  the  bar.
